a revolt-which might have obviated 
the Boer war had not their accom- 
plice, Dr. ‘Jamieson; jumped . the 
gun in an_ abortive rald, The 
entire committee was sentenced to 
death for treason, but ultimately 
was released upon payment of a 
$.26,000 fine. -
